- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Montiertlrs filter in FIG. 5 has two sets of openings, denoted with 
reference numerals 35 and 36. As explained in the passage at col. 8, line 65 - col. 
9, line 10, of Montierth: 

The filter comprises a multiplicity of thin porous intersecting walls 37, 38 
and 39 which define identical inlet end faces 3 1 and 32 (hidden) on a first pair of 
opposing sides of the filter 30 and an outlet end face 33 on another side of the 
filter 30 extending between the inlet faces 31 and 32. Horizontal thin walls 37 
and vertical thin wails 38 intersect one another to define an inlet group of cells 35 
open at and extending longitudinally in layers through the filter 30 between the 
inlet end faces 31 and 32. The thin walls 37 define with intersecting thin walls 39 
outlet cells 36 open at and extending from the outlet end face 33 laterally through 
the filter 30 in layers alternated with the layers of inlet cells 35. [Emphasis 
added.]
